COLUMBUS, O., April 2.—Prose­ 
cu tor Donald J. Hoskins of Frank­ 
lin cou nty annou nced last night that 
two convicts have confessed they 
started the fire that claimed the 
lives of the 320 prisoners at Ohio 
penitentiary last April 21. 
The prosecu tor named the men 
as Clinton Grate, alias Cotton, and 
Hu gh 
Gib son, 
alias 
Gib b ons 
and 
“the Jew.” 
Gib son, whose home is in Phila­ 
delphia was sentenced from Cleve­ 
land while Grate, formerly of Vir­ 
ginia, was sentenced frOm Macon, 
O. Both are serving terms for rob ­ 
b ery. 
They confessed in the presence 
of Hoskins and several other cou n­ 
ty and city officials. 
Hoskins’ annou ncement 
came 
a 
few hou rs after the cou nty grand 
ju ry had conclu ded its investiga­ 
tion into the catastrophe. The ju ry 
will vote tomorrow afternoon on 
whether or not Indictments shall 
b e retu rned against the two con­ 
victs charging them with first de­ 
gree mu rder. Under the state arson 
code they wou ld b e liab le to death 
in the electric chair if convicted. 
The fire, according to Hoskins, 
was 
started 
b y the convicts 
b e­ 
cau se they ob jected to aiding in 
the erection of a new cell b lock to 
hou se fellow prisoners and b ecau se 
they 
wished 
to 
hamper 
Warden 
Thomas in his b u ilding program. 
Before the confessions were ob ­ 
tained Hoskins said the men were 
qu estioned separately in his office 
last night and each told identical 
stories except for a few 
minor de­ 
tails. The fire, they said, was set 
after three 
previou s 
attempts to 
fire the concrete forms in the con­ 
stru ction of I and K 
b locks 
had 
failed. 
The prisoners who perished in 
the b laze were locked in their cells 
in G and H b locks adjoining I and 
K. 
Both b locks are on the west 
side of the prison. 
Grate and Gib son, memb ers of 
the constru ction gang, also were 
in G and H b locks b u t managed 
to escape b efore the smoke and 
flames reached them. 
Both expressed regret that their 
act resu lted 
in wholesale deaths 
and denied the b laze w*as set in a 
plot to escape as had b een report­ 
ed b y invesigators of the state fire 
marshal’s office. 
In the three attempts to fire the 
prison 
candles 
from 
the 
chapel 
were u sed b u t Gib son and Grate 
declared 
the 
prisoners 
who 
su p­ 
plied them knew nothing of the 
plan. 
After 
telling 
how 
other 
plots 
failed, Gib son’s statements explain­ 
ed how a final attempt su cceeded 
throu gh the u se of a “fu se.” 
Oil w’^hlch was pou red over the 
kindling and the side of the form 
near w’here a fu se w’as set a mix­ 
tu re of straw and kerosene.

w”* 1 not explained how the mix­ 
ed oil got into the cell hou se. 
The 
two men were alone on the fifth 
range, the confession said. 
With the candles lighted the con­ 
spirators w’ent to the mess hall 
for their evening meal and later 
were locked u p for the night at 
5:21 p. m.

Fruit blossoms were de­ 
stroy ed and early gardens damaged 
in many p laces.

their p lanting by the cold.

ATTEMPT TO AVERT 
FEDERAL TAX HIKE 


LACK TIME UPON 
THE CRIME SURVEY

WASHINGTON, Ap ril 2.—Conven­ 
ing for the first time in a month, 
President Hoover’s law enforcement 
commission today confronted the 
admitted imp ossibility of comp let­ 
ing its crime survey during its 
allotted life.

Several members w'ere p essimis­ 
tic ,however, as to comp letion of 
the remaining nine rep orts before 
July 1 unless drastic step s are 
taken. 
Only one, a criminal p rose­ 
cutions survey sup ervised by Monte 
Lehmann, New Orleans lawy er, is 
near comp letion. 
Even this cannot 
be signed until the commission’s 
next meeting.

WASHINGTON, Ap ril 2.—The co­ 
op eration of both major p arties in 
the next congress was looked for 
today to p revent a federal tax in­ 
crease. 
Resp onsible p arty leaders in both 
the house and senate have exp ress­ 
ed op p osition to increased levies to 
meet the exp ected $7 00,000,000 de­ 
ficit this y ear and the p robability 
of another next y ear.

come tru e. 
It was in 19 10 that I came to 
Notre Dame from Chippewa Falls, 
Wis. 
I registered and was assign­ 
ed my room. 
I fou nd It In Sorin 
Hall a little 
later and fou nd an­ 
other already there, making him­ 
self at home, a chu nky towheaded 
fellow with keen blu e ey es and a 
ready smile. 
He looked me ov er, 
and I looked him ov er. 
He said, 
“My name is K. K. Rockne, Chica- 
ga.” I told him mine. We shook 
hands, and that was the beginning 
of one of the finest friendships of 
my life. 
We roomed together du r­ 
ing the rest of ou r school careers 
and 
spent the su mmers 
together 
working at Cedar Point. 
When we were getting located, 
Rock said, “Where will we pu t y ou r 
tru nk?” 
I 
replied: 
“Nev er 
mind 
abou t my tru nk, I didn’t bring one.” 
“Shake on that,” said Rock, “I 
gu ess 
we’re 
abou t 
ev en 
on 
this 
world’s goods,” 
We play ed arou nd together a good 
deal, and many was the time we 
walked the two miles to Sou th Bend 
and back to 
sav e 
the 
preciou s 
nickles 
that w^ere 
so 
scarce for 
him and for me. 
Those walks were alway s Interest­ 
ing, becau se Rock was one of the 
most entertaining talkers 
I hav e 
ev er listened to. 
I can recall a re­ 
mark of his that shows well his 
thirst for know 'flge ev en back in 
those day s. 
“Folks wanting to learn something 
shou ld talk abou t things not peo­ 
ple.” 
That statement has alway s 
stay ed with me. 
Rock was alway s doping ou t new 
way s to fatten ou r slim treasu ry . 
Ev ery once in a while we wou ld 
sneak away from the campu s and 
take part in clu b smokers in the 
near v icinity . Rock as the fighter 
and I as his second. It is good to 
remember than on no occasion of 
this kind was he ev er retu rned anj^- 
thing bu t winner of both the meagre 
pu rse and the bou t. 
Ou r condition was well ex pressed 
by Rock one day when we met 
after we had both gone ou r w’ay . 
“Bu s,” said he, “I came to Notre
